It is a long time since a more plucky 


capture was made than that made by Offi- 
cer Lennon, at midnight. 
Unaided, he 


held up two desperate men who were try- 
ing to rob a store in Little Canada. 


It was at the hour of midnight when 


honest men are supposed to be in their 
houses. On the watchfulness of the police 
depends the safety of the community, and 
in this instance Officer tennon's watchful- 
ness made him a hero. 


The officer is thoroughly acquainted with 


the locality and Mug well versed in the 
French language, rendered valuable service 
there on. more than one occasion. 


As he was passing the clothing store of 


Louis A. Starr, 72 Hall street, he noticed 
two men inside piling up goods on the 
floor. They had.got in by breaking the 
panels of a baqk doer. 


He eoutd not distinguish the men as he 


approached the door for they had hung a 
skirt over the Broken panel. After watch- 
ing he teqognized one as a man named 
Pudges, fle made a little.noise and said: 
"Is that you, Ridges?'1 Thelatter replied 
affirmatively, the officer by this time hav- 
ing forced through the panel. 
, The other man whose name is- William 
Larose made a bolt for the front door 
which was fastened only by a spring lock. 


But the officer pulled out his revolver 


and told Karose if .he. moved he would 
shoot him. He stopped immediately. 


He then at the point of the revolver 


made Ridges unbolt the door for him. 


As he stepped iascbe,-Ridges said he sup- 


posed it was no use to fight and asked the 
officer to shake hands, but ae he held &n 
iron bar in the other hand, the officer de- 
clined and made hjm drep the bar. 


The officer then drove both men. into a 


corner and afterwards put-the iundcugs on 
them, the sight of tae-reVolver taking away 
their desire to fight. He next drove them 
to the jattol box. 


They were taken'in-the wagon-together 


with A bundle of their plunder, which in- 
cluded half a dozen new coats, a sack, sev- 
eral second hand coats, rubber boots, new 
shoes, small revolver, silk handkerchiefs 
and small fancy articles. Altogether about 
one half of the entire stock was piled upon 
the floor, and afterwards a secured hi" 
bundle -was taken to the poMce station.

men were m the wrong; there can be no 
doubt now, both the officers and the men 
are at fault, the former for negligence in 


I exercising the authority which goes with 
his shoulder straps, the latter in becoming 
mutinous. The refusal of the men to obey 
til? order of the captain is pronounced by i 
militiamen outside ihe company as an act 
of mutiny. 


Captain Mitten missed the chance of his • 


lifetime m not summarily dealing with the j 
men who would not obey his order. \Vbeth- 


men right, or 


vice versa makes no difference in this par- 
ticular respect, according to the opinion of 
a man who is we!! versed in military law, 
which opinion he gave to THE Sex last 
night. He says: "When the militiamen 
of the company came into the vestibule of 
the armory and stood there it was Capt. 
Mitten's place under the circumstances to 
put a guard on the^oor,order the company 
to fall in: every man who then refused to 
obey the order should have been placed un- 
der ?uard in the company's quarters. Then 
he should have taken what men be had, 
even if he had only a corporal's guard, put 
them through the drill, and when it was 
finished dismissed the men. 


"He could have released the other men 


and immediately proceeded to make out 
papers requesting the discharge of the 
men. The discharges would have been 
granted, and if any of the men repented, 
they could have re-enlisted. 


"Capt. Mitten, as I understand, when he 


found atout 30 men in the vestibule went 
into the armorer's room and ordered the 
armorer to clear the passage by telling the 
men to get out or else go into the gal- 
lery. 


Capt. Mitten is commander of the ar- 


mory is supreme in authority in the 
building. Be had the power to order the 
men to move, and furthermore had the 
power, as does each eapfein, of enforcing 
bis authority over the men in his com- 
pany. 


"The men went to the gallery, thereby 


setting themselves in defiance to the cap- 
tain in action. This was the first apt of the 
men, I think, which will eive rise to criti- 
cism. As far as the meeting on Sunday is 
concerned the men bad a perfect right to 
hold it; a meeting is the prerogative of the 
men who have objections to their superior 
officer; the petition was all right, and 
should by rights be banded to the officer in 
command in order 'to go through proper 
channels' to reach headquarters. 
Capt. 


Mitten did perfectly right to countersign it 
'disapproved'; that was his right. If in 
exercise of his authority he caused one or 
more men to 
be 
put 
under arrest 


for refusal to obey orders, he had good 
grounds to obtain discharges of the dissen- 
ters without criticism of his action. Now 
if he seeks to 
obtain 
dishonorable 


discharges 
for 
the 
men 
he 
'puts 


his foot in it'j for the very reason that he 
and every man must be court martialed en- 
tailing an expense the state will not toler- 
ate. 


"If tbe men get their dischargei it will 


hardly be a victory for Capt. Mitten. All 
things considered after Thursday night's 
episode Capt. Mitten will not care to pass 
the ordeal of a court martial, or appear as 
a prosecutor of his men before such a 
court." 


Some Other Facts. 


It is said that Thursday night was not 


the first time the men refused to drill, the 
Thursday previous while on the floor they 
declined to go through the manual of arms. 
Furthermore, it is stated by a man of tue 
company that the talk about a St. Patrick's 
day parade being the cause of the trouble 
is all bosh. He said that the trouble was 
that the men kept drilling and not making 
headway, that the men who studied tbe 
tactics knew Capt. Mitten was wrong re- 
peatedly in giving orders; that when the 
company was formed for inspection on two 
occasions the formation was wrong; that 
the inspecting officer, Col. King, inquired 
of Capt. Mitten if the formation was right 
and he said it was; that the orderly ser- 
giant in answer to a question told the in- 
specting officer it was not right; that iu ex- 
tepded order the orders were incorrect and 
instruction of the men incomplete and un- 
safisfactory, and that there was a general 
exhibition of incompetency on the part of 
the captain. 


The militiaman further said that tie 


trouble was not with the men; they had 
attended more drills, in larger numbers 
and shown more activity than any com- 
pany ever quartered at the armory. 
But 


after a whole winter's work the men found 
they were not in the position they thought 
they ought to be. They objected to beiag 
badly rated as was expected when Col, 
King made his report. 
The militiaman 


said that personally the captain was w?ll 
liked; it was not a dispute with him in this 
respect but upon his capability. Many 
of the men if discharged today would be 
ready and anxious to re-enlist under some 
other officer tomorrow. 


The Result Anticipated. 


As THE Sus predicted a few days ago 


the Welch Guards are likely to be disband- 
ed as a company of the Isinth Regiment 
and reorganized as a company of the Sixth, 
to take the place of a company in the cen- 
tra! part of the state. The outcome of the 
present trouble is likely to be an apparent 
victory for Capt. Miiten by being support- 
ed by those over him, in the interests of 
discipline, but ultimately the personnel of 
the company will be changed.

CHICAGO. May 19.—The storm which 


swept Luke Michigan yi'^turday was the 
most disastrous of recent years. 
Eight 


vessels were driven, ashore within the 
city limits of Chicago out of their course. 
Ten men are known to he drowned, und in 
every instance boat and cargo are utterly 
lost 


One schooner, tha Myrtle, was wrecked 


just outside the government pier, within 
a half-mile of Michigan boulevard, and 
six men of her craw went down to death 
in plain view of the hundreds of people 
who watched the awful storm. 
Tbe 


wrecks extended from Glenooe, on the 
north, where the Lincoln Dall went to 
pieces, to South Chicago, a distance of 40 
miles. Following is the list of the wrecks 


near as known: 
Schooner Lincoln Dall, driven ashore at 


Glencoe, IS miles north of Chicago.

A Captain'* Error. 


The firbt vessel to go whore was tha 


twomasted ssliooner Jsok Thompson. 
The boat eam«;from Garden Baj, Mich., 
and arrived dfl the breakwater in the 
afternoon without a pump working. A 
tug offered her »• line, but the captain re- 
fused, intending to sail into the hurbor. 
The task was too much for him, however, 
and he lost control of his vessel, which 
crashed into *he Rainbow, carrying away 
her bow and smashing A great hele under 
her own bowsprit, and with her foremast 
gone she drifted rapidly aoutb, a, pitiable 
wreck. She struck bottom 50 feet from 
shore. The men were rescued by a life- 
line thrown to them. 


The schooner Mercury of Lexington, 


Mich., was wrecked off Twenty-seventh 
street An effort was made to tow her 
into the harbor when she neared the 
breakwater, but the wind and waves were 
too strong. 


The Evening Star and Jack Thompson 


were already grinding to pieces on the 
breakwater. As the Mercury came nearer 
her crew could be searf huddled together 
in the bow. They were frantically wav> 
ipg their arms te people on rtore. When. 
the schooner s,rrn<&, a line was finally 
thrown from s&ore to the vessel and made 
last. 


The schooner Lincoln Dall of Manistee 


was driven ashore at Gleocoe, and Anton 
Gunderson, one of the sailors, was swept 
overboard and drowned. After several 
hours of waiting the rest of the crew were 
rescued by members of the Bvanston life- 
saving crew. Brave Hmfill. 


The wreck ot the Rainbow, a lumber- 


laden schooner from Racine, arrived late 
in the afternoon and was marked by the 
heroic rescue of her crew when about all 
hope of saving them had been abandoned. 
Sbe had thrown out her anchors and 
tried to ride out the storm from a posi- 
tion just south of the government pier. 
The gale was toe strong for her, however, 
and at 3 o'clock she began to drift rapidly 
nouthward, dragging her anchors • as 
though they were nothing but fishhooks. 


At Twenty-fifth street the sailors cut 


loose on a small raft the; had wade, and 
"William H. Bavil) was held with a line 
and swam out to tbe raft, then about 80 
feet from the shore. The lumber from 
the Rainbow's deokload, was tossing on 
the waves, and the young feHow, at the 
imminent risk of being brained by float- 
ing planks, was a long time in reaching 
the raft. He fkslJy made his way to its 
side and called to Captain Pew to jump 
overboard. Pew obeyed. Harill caught 
him and the two men were hauled ashore, 
A negro named Willis swam out in like 
manner, and saved another man. 


This left but one man on the raft and 


Havill went two blocks south to where it 
had drifted and again swam out anc 
brought off Jacob Knudson, a seaman 
Both men were exhausted. The vessel 
drifted a short distance and ground to 
pieces. 


The McLareb was grounded 100 yards 


from shore, and her crew saved by the 
litesaving crew. 


The gas launch JS'eva, with four passen- 


gers, the engineer and his assistant, 
missing, and grave fears are entertained 
for her safety. 


THOUSANDS LOOKED ON. 


Biz Person* Perithetl IB » Wreck Close 


to I.alie ItIichisaB'8 Shore, 


MILWAUKEE, May 19.—Five men and 


woman perished in the wreck of the 
schooner M. J. Cummings before the life- 
saving crew reached the wreck. One o 
the crew was rescued. T'.ie men who per 
ished fell from their perches in the cross 
trees to the water, and sunk out of .light 
like pieces of lead. The body of the 
weman is still lashed to the rigging, to 
which she escaped when the vessel began 
to sink. 


Six thousand people lined the piers and 


the shores of Jones fsland when the tug 
Knischt Templar, towing a scow bearing 
the lifesavers. left the pier to attempt the 
rescue of the crew. One hundred feet o 
Jme separated the tug from the scow, and 
back of the scow was towed the empty 
enrfboat. With bow to the waves the 
Knight Templar permitted the scow to 
drop down toward the wreck. 


When the sur£b»at was within 50 yard: 


of tne wreck, a human 3gure that hac 
been clinging to the rigging of the miz- 
zenmast was seen to throw up its hands 
and fall backward into ihe boiling 
waves, being mstsntly lost to sight. A 
short time, and another of those clinging 
to the ropes had also let go his bold anc 
perished.

Stated concisely, this volume .shows i 


the relations of -wages and worktime to 
production, for Mr. Breutauo believes | 
that an rfficterstanding of these various 
factors and of tho lessons they te-ach 
•will tend to the betterment of social 
Conditions. 


Looking backward for a century and 


a half, we find that theories in reem-d 
to hours and production were utterly at 
variance with those of today. 
Arthur 


Young, -who was so generally sound, 
emphatically held at first the view "that 
higher wages aro equivalent to lo'.v pro- 
duction." In other words, iu order to 
increase exertion, there should be a di-' 
minishing of waga "It was accepted 
as an axiom that "the better off people 
aro the less they work." Later in the 
eighteenth century there canio oppo.si-, 
tion to these ideas, and it was that cs- • 
tentially great man, Adain Smith, who - 
developed and supported the theory that | 
high wages are equivalent to great pro- 
duction. These views he advocated on i 
not alone physiological and psycholog- 
ical grounds, but by actual experience. 


Adam Smith, in his "Wealth of Na- 


tions, " writes that the wages of labor 
"are the e>"wnragenient of industry," 
and like every other human quality 
"improve in proportion to tho encour- 
agement they receive."' 
He explains 


how "a plentiful subsistence increases 
the bodily strength of the laborer, and 
the comfortable hope of bettering his 
condition animates him to exert that 
strength to tap utmost" Looking 
around him, the true father of modern 
social economics found that in Eng- 
land, where the wage? were better than 
in Scotland, the workmen were more 
active, diligent and expeditions. 


Before long the old view of the cheap- 


est labor and the longest hours was no 
longer considered tenable, Iu 1777 Ar- 
thur Young became a convert, and Ben- 
jamin Franklin emphasized tho fact \ 
"that low pay is by no means equiva- 
lent to cheap work, but ruthor tho con- 
trary." When, 50 years ago, McUul- 
loch and Senior, who had conservative 
ideas, with an inclination toward the 
side of employers, pronounced them- 
selves unhesitatingly the advocates of 
the newer movement, they gavo an im- 
pulse to this most important matter— 
the reduction of working hours. In his 
"Principles of Political .Economy" Mo- 
Culloch wrote that the experience of all 
ages and nations "proves that high 
wages are at once the most powerful 
stimulant to exertion and the best means 
of attaching the people to the institu- 
tions under which they live." 


Studying hours of labor in the six- 


teenth century, we find that tho work- 
man, and his employer were bound up 
in traditions. There was a trace of serf- 
dom left, and a serf never did his best. 
He was not working for himself. He 


shirked toil and was idle when ho could 
be. When machine production caw to 
the front, methods of work underwent 
a violent chuuge. Machinery wus in- 
vested capital, aud tlnj inoie a whed 
could tuin or a ttauip p mud the more ' 
interest, it was buppo-ublo, would be 
derived fron1 tho ime^uneul, Vv'orLing 
hours were jiroloujitd. Then1 were duy< 
vi-h( n the laboring hand put iu his 11) 
aud I'VfcU 20 hour-.

We will begin with the magnetic com-

Parts That Can't Be Petrified. 


Calling attention to a statement in some 


popular school geology that "huge sau- 
cer eyes of a SO foot monster were so per- 
fectly petrified that the lenses have been 
split off and used as magnifiers,'' a corre- 
spondent of Science writes: 


About 100 years ago some students 01 


paleontology, at Heidelberg, made, to rep- 
resent fossils, out of clay spiders in their 
webs, snails with antennse perfectly pre- 
served, a plump mouse and other similar 
things and left them where they conld be 
found on class excursions. Tho professor 
described and pictured them in a book as 
remarkable fossils. 
On a latter excursion 


he found his name fossilized. Ho gradual- 
ly realized that ho had been hoaxed, and 
chagrin hastened his death. 


Ever since thon it has been established 
!that only chltinous, horny or bony parts 
of an animal aro petrified. 
Soft parts aro 


never petrified. 
They may leave impres- 


sions in a flno soft mud, as the examples 
of jellyfish in the Solenhofon (Bavaria) 
stone so well show. The outlines of the 
body of worms, fish, reptiles, mammals, 
,are preserved by the shaping of the mud 
in which they were deposited, not by the 
.membranes themselves being chemically 
replaced. 


Height of Waves. 


The measurements of waves by Scores- 


by, which are regarded as very accurate, 
proved that during storms waves in the 
Atlantic rarely exceed 40 feet from hollow 
to crest, the space between tho crests being 
660 feet and their speed 82M miles an 
hour. Jloro recent observations taken in 
the Atlantic give from 44 to 4S feet as the 
highest measured waves, but such heights 
are rarely reached, and indeed waves ex- 
ceeding 30 feet arc said to bo seldom en- 
countered. The monsoon waves at B,ur- 
rachcl breakwater works wero found to 
dash over the wall to tho depth of 13 feet 
or about 40 feet above the mean sea level.

It Is assumed that certain feats have 


been performed for thousands of years, 
which is true; that they cannot be per- 
formed in Europe, which is imaginary, 
and that in certain details they are mirac- 
ulous or outside natural means, which, in 
the present state of the evidence, is puro 
assumption. Tlie writer, for example, has 
seen three of the reputed miraculous tricks 
—the creation of the dwarf mango, ths 
sitting in tjie air and the disappearance ot 
a living being from a basket in a place 
where trapdoors, concealed exits or collu- 
sion were all alike physically impossible. 


In the first case, the juggler, one of the 


hereditary caste, did undoubtedly make a 
leaf spring out of tho ground, did make it 
grow into a dwarf mango and did hand a 
mango from it to bo eaten. It looked •won- 
derful because of tho apparent simplicity 
of the juggler, but he performed his feat 
in four processes, and between each ho 
shook out his chudder, or muslin wrapper, 
so that it passed for an instant between 
the spectators and the plant. The writer 
had no doubt then and hus no doubt now 
that this was done not to conceal anything, 
but to distract attention momentarily; 
that the first leaf, the upgrowth of leaves, 
the dwarf mango and the mango on it 
were all of wax or other carefully made 
imitation, and that tho whole "miracle" 
was marvelously rapid sleight of hand. 


There was nothing in it at all which Mr. 


Maskclync could not do, fur the juggler, 
though he had no sleeves, had a turban, 
and the performance was decidedly less in- 
explicable than one carried through by a 
French juggler In the hall of the Hotel de 
Ja Poste at Geneva. This performer put a 
5 franc pieco of the year 1^65 ou a plate, 
promised to replace it by any 5 f rano piece 
asked for and did replace it by a 5 franc 
piece of the first republic while 20 pairs 
of eyes were staring at the plate. The 
•writer, who held the plate aud furnished 
the first 5 frano piece, was certain that he 
had never taken his eyes off the coin, and 
was of course a mere victim to his foolish 
certainty. 
His attention had been dis- 


tracted, as in the case of tho mango, 
though by some infinitely more delicate 
method. 


In tho caso of the sitting In air tho 


writer has no certainty. The performer, a 
woman, certainly seemed to defy the laws 
of gravitation, sitting two feet from the 
ground in open sunlight with her wrist on 
the hilt of an ordinary sword. It is possi- 
ble, however, lightly as she was dressed, 
thjit she was sitting in n loop of wire at- 
tached to the sword hilt, mid she certain- 
ly never breathed. We believe the explana- 
tion to consist in a long practiced habit of 
holding tho breath, which, as we have 
been told, lightens the body, and in some 
art of remaining absolutely motionless for 
a certain number of seconds. It was the 
opinion of a professional man present that 
the woman was in u trance, but there was 
certainly nothing miraculous about the 
feat, though it seemed at tho moment 
nearly inexplicable. 


As to the third trick—the vanishing— 


thc'writer is certain. A juggler stepped at 
Madras on to the deck of a Peninsular and 
Oriental company's steamer and offered the 
company assembled, who were lounging 
about highly bored by tlie old method of 
coaling, if they would subscribe, to show 
them something better than common jug- 
gling. The collection, of course, was forth- 
coming at once. He cleared a space on the 
deck and told his wife to lie down. 
The 


young woman, who may have weighed 
seven stone, but more probably six, lay 
down, and her husband placed over her a 
shallow flat basket, with a handle at the 
back, exactly resembling the baskets used 
for vegetables in East Anglla and allied 
a "frail." 


Then with a light, and graceful gesture 


he took up the basket and laid it down 
two or three feet off. The woman had 
vanished, and the audible amazement 
seemed deeply to gratify the juggler. 
Unfortunately the writer, essentially an 
awkward man, in stepping back stepped 
on the edge of the "frail" and heard a lit- 
tle cry of pain. The whole thing had been 
a piece of superb acting. The young wom- 
an had learned to hook herself with her 
fingers and prehensile toes into the strong 
matwork forming the top of tho frail, and 
the husband, a slight but powerful man, 
had learned to lift her as if hfrwere lifting 
nothing but the basket. 
The writer, ol 


course, said nothing about his ajrkward- 
ness; the juggler, after one savage glance, 
said nothing either, and only two years 
ago the caso wus quoted as one of those 
only seen in India, and which, owing to 
the total absence of machinery, could not 
bB explained away. 


Thero remain other "miracles" at least 


still to be explained. One is the self in- 
terment practiced by some Brahmans, who 
arc revered as saints in consequence. Tho 
writer has never seen this, but he inqtiireo 
Into it once very carefully at Benares, cross 
examining, among others, the well known 
English Pundit, Dr. Ballantyne, to whom 
no native told lies, and he has no doubt 
that on two or three occasions old Brah 
mans have descended into a prepared grave 
or underground cell and have remainec 
there for 40 days nt least without apparent 
means of obtaining food or drink and with 
no arrangement for the natural evacua- 
tions. 


How that feat is performed he has no 


Idea. It cannot be a mere trick, for the 
whole business has been watched by Euro- 
peans, and it cannot be a mere case o', 
lengthened abstinence like the one shown 
it the aquarium and in Italy, for though, 
us medical records show, a human being 
tan survive without food for an astonish 
>ng length of time—a convict at Ipswich 
p^as more than 40 days- dying—he cannoi 
Survive without water. He goes mad, to 
begin with. The only possible, or rather 
tbe only probable, explanations, therefore, 
are that a few Brahmans know of a drug 
which induces protracted catalepsy—a con 
teivable solution—or tjiat no Brahman per 
forms the feat who cannot, like the Colone 
Townshend of 100 yenrs ago, will himself 
Into a cataleptic trance and repeat this as 
:>ft«n as his vitality will admit. 
It is a 


very wonderful performance, worth more 
vttcntion than it has received, but it is a 
most infrequent one.—London Spectator.

set it again, and it was the Serupis which 
finally struck.

Until 1864 the British naval fleet 
was divided into three squadrons, «acb 
in command of an admiral, who was 
known by tho color of his flag, as the 
"admiral of the blue," the "admiral of the 
red" and the "admiral of the white " 
This distinction was abolished because it 
was found puzzling in action and was of 
ten eliminated. Trafalgar, for instance,

The storm which passed over this city 


last night was of remarkable intensity for 
so early in the season. The mugginess of 
the atmosphere last evening foreboded an 
electrical storm, and the incessant light- 
ning warned people on the outskirts of the 
city that a storm was comiut; this way. in 
the city the flicker and glare oi the electric 
lights deadened the effect of the lightning. 


The storm broke about midnight in tor 


rents of rain, and toward daylight the 
thunder was deafening and the lightning 
very brilliant. The storm passed over the 
city without doing creat damage outside of j 
interfering with telegraph .and telephone 
service. It did do damage at the Xavy 
Yard. 


Struck a House. 


One bolt of the electric fire struck the 


Henry Emery estate on Riverside street. 
About 3.30 o'clock the inmates of the 
house were awakend by a terrible crash 
and jumped from their beds to find all the 
windows knocked out and the plastering 
scattered all around the floors. One ten 
years old boy who was asleep at the time 
the bolt struck was thrown on the floor. 
Miss Lizzie Wolfgang, one of the family 
had a narrow escape from a severe injury. 
A large portion of one of the window 
frames was thrown from its place and in 
its flight it went dangerously close to her 
bead. 


The house filled with smoke shortly af- 


ter the crash but fortunately the building 
did not catch fire. 


The carnage will be considerable. 
The bolt seemed to strike the roof crush- 


ing in one corner of it and then passing 
down the walls and escaping through the 
cellar. It seems singular that the house 
did not take fire when, the lightning played 
so familiarly about the woodwork, 


The Firemen Awakened. 


During the thunderstorm last night, the 


firemen at the Central station were kept 
busy running to the Lowell Card com- 
pany's works as the automatic fire alarm 
kept ringing all the time.

riage kept watch on the building but no 
fire occurred. The firemen at every station 
in the city were on the alert all night every 
moment expecting an alarm. 
They were 


agreeably disapppoiiited in not being called 
out although from the incessant lightning 
and the terrific thunder it is believed that 
some harm must have been done.

the Armor; Commandant and thu Op- 
portunity He Had; of Quelling What Ik 
Now Looked C'pon as Mutinous Con- 
duct. 


The talk of the town is the trouble in the 


Welch Guards at the armory. 
Opinion is 


divided as to whether the captain or his 
men were in the wrong; there can be no 
doubt DOW, both the officers and the men 
are at fault, the former for negligence in 
exercising the authority which goes with 
his shoulder straps, the latter in becoming 
uiutlLDus. The refusal of the men to obey 
the order of the captain is pronounced by 
militiamen outside the company as an act 
of mutiny. 


Captain Mitten 'missed the chance of his 


lifetime in not summarily dealing with the 
men who would not obey his order. Wheth- 
er he was wrong, and the men right, or 
vice versa makes no differeuce-in this par- 
ticular respect, according to the opinion of 
a man who is well versed in military law, 
which opinion he gave to TIIE Srx last 
night. He says: "When the militiamen 
of the company came into the vestibule of 
the armory and stood there it was Capt. 
Mitten's place under the circumstances to 
put a guard on theidoor,order the company 
to fall in; every man who then refused to 
obey the order should have been placed un- 
der guard in the company's quarters. Then 
he should have taken what men. he had. 
even if he had only a corporal's guard, put 
them through the drill, and when it was 
finished dismissed the men. 


"He could have released the other men 


and immediately proceeded to mafce out 
papers requesting the discharge of the 
men. The discharges would have been 
granted, and M any o£ the men 
repented, 


they could have re-enlisted. 


•"Capt. Mitten, as I understand, when he 


found atout 30 men in the vestibule went 
into the armorer's room and ordered the 
armorer to clear the passage by telling the 
men to get out or else go into the gal- 
lery. 


"Capt. Mitten is commander of the ar- 


mory 
is supreme in authority in the 


building. He had the power to order the 
men to move, and furthermore had the 
power, as does each captain, of enforcing 
his authority over the men in his com- 
pany. 


"The men went to the gallery, thereby 


setting themselves in defiance to the cap- 
tain in action. This was the first act of the 
men, I think, which will give rise to criti- 
cism. As far as the ajeeting on Sunday is 
concerned the men had a perfect right to 
hold it; a meeting is the prerogative of the 
men who have objections to their supeiior 
officer; the petition was all right, and 
should by rights be handed to lue office: in 
command in order 'to go through 
proper 


channels' to reach headquarters. 
Capt. 


Mitten did perfectly right to countersign it 
'disapproved'; that was bis right.

that the men kept drilling and not making 


r headway, that the men who studied the 


j tactics knew Capt. Mitten was wrong re- 
peatedly in giving orders; that when the 
company was formed for inspection on two 
occasions the formation was wrong; that 
the inspecting officer, Col. King, inquired 
of Capt. Mitten if the formation was right 
and he said it was; that the orderly ser- 
geant in answer to a question told the in- 
specting officer it was not right: that in ex- 
tended order the orders were incorrect and 
instruction of the men incomplete and un- 
satisfactory, and that there was a general 
exhibition of incompetency on the part of 
the captain. 


The militiaman further said that the 


trouble was not with the men; they had 
attended more drills, in larger numbers 
and shown more activity than any com- 
pany ever quartered at the armory. But 
after a whole winter's work the men found 
they were not in the position they thought 
they ought to be. They objected to being 
badly rated as was expected when CoU 
King made his report. 
The militiaman 


said that personally the captain was well 
liked; it was not a dispute with him in this 
respect hut upon his capability. Many 
of the men if discharged today wouW be 
ready and anxious to re-enlist under some 
other officer tomorrow.

Looking backward for a century and 


a half, we find that theories in regard 
to hours and production were utterly at 
variance with those of today. Arthur 
"Soung, •who Vr-as so generally sound, 
emphatically held at first the view "that 
higher wages are equivalent to low pro- 
duction." In other words, in order to 
increase exertion, there should be a di- 
minishing of wage. "It was accepted 
as an axiom that "the better off people 
are the less they work " Later in tho 
eighteenth century there came opposi- 
tion to these ideas, and it was that es- 
sentially great man, Adam Smith, who 
developed, and supported the theory that 
high wages are equivalent to great pro- 
duction. These views he advocated on 
not alone physiological and psycholog- 
ical grounds, but by actual experience. 


Adam Smith, in his "Wealth of .Na- 


tions, " writes that the wages of labor 
"are the encouragement of industry," 
and like every other human quality 
"improve in proportion to the encour- 
agement they receive.''

ECONOMY OK HIGH WAttKS. 


Influciie* of Sl»«Iilucry Upon the Quality ol 


thu Product »nd Sfate of the Worker. 
Improved machinery stands to high 


•wages in a twofold relation—it is at 
once cause and effect The better the 
machine, with which a man works tho 
more productive is his labor and tho 
more valuable consequently to his em- 
ployer. On the, other hand, the higher 
the wage.s paid the greater is the induce- 
ment to tho employer to use more and 
more productive machinery and so re-1 
dnce his expanses. Not only is the labor 
employed in connection with improved 
machinery more highly paid, as we havo 
si eu, than any other, but the increased ' 
cost of it is a poweiful stimulus to fur- 
ther improvement. Thus a strike among 
the boot and shoe makers of Massachu- 
setts a few years back resulted in the in- 
vontion of a machine whieli reduced tho 
number employed iu the operation of 
"lading" by SO per coit. And in this 
connediou we notice a curious paradox 
—viz, that machinery should not be 
made to last too long. 


In times of depivwioii it is the firms' 


which use o!<l fashioned machinery 
winch are tho first to suffer—as, for in- 
stance, visiting Oldham in iSbG Mr. 
Schot'iihof found that tho cotton spin- 
ners wrro making no profits at all, 
wiu-rcasat Kofhdalc a iu.-v.ly built mill, .

In ancient mythology the eagle was be- 


lieved to carry the souls 01" the dying to 
their abode on Mount Olympus and wss 
called the bird of Jove. The eagle was 
first taken as a symbol of royal power by 
the ancient Etruscans, who bore Its image 
upon their standards. In the year 87 B. 
C. ft silver eagle, with expanded wings, 
poised on tho to? of a spear, with a thun- 
derbolt held in its claws, was adopted as 
the military standard to be borne at the 
head of their legions by th« Bomans. At 
the time of Hadrian a golden eagle was 
substituted for the silver one. A two 
headed eagle WBB adopted by the Byzan- 
tine emperors ia & symbol of their control 
of both the east and tire west.

The doubte headed eagle of Russia was 


I adopted on the marriage of Ivan I with a 


j Grecian princess of the eastern empire. 


That of Austria was first used when the 
emperor of Germany took the title of the 
Roman emperor, "the national standard 
of Prussia fears a blsek eagle; that of Po- 
land a white one. Nspofcon I took a gold- 
en eaglo for his standard, modeled of pure 
gold and bearing a thunderbolt, after the 
pattern of tho eagle of the Romans. This 
standard was disused under the Bourbons, 
but was restored by a decree of Louis Na- 
poleon in 1853. Thome states that the 
ea^lo was first used on American coins in 
1788, on cents and half cents issued from 
the Massachusetts mint.

jamin Franklin emphasized the fact 
"that low pay is by no means equiva- 
lent to cheap work, but rather the con- 
trary." When, 50 years ago, McCul- 
loch and Senior, who had conservative 
ideas, with an Inclination toward the 
side of employers, pronounced them- 
selves unhesitatingly the advocates of 
the newer movement, they gave an im- 
pulse to this most important matter— 
the reduction of working hours. In his 
"Principles of Political Economy" Mc- 
Cnlloch wrote that the experience of all 
ages and nations "proves that high 
wages are at once the most powerful 
stimulant to exertion and the best means 
of attaching the people to the institu- 
tions under which they live." 


Studying hours of labor in the six- 


teenth century, -we find that the work- 
man and his employer were bound up 
in traditions. There was a trace of serf- 
dom left, and a serf never did his best. 
He was not •working for himself. He

They also 
provoke, and indeed necessitate, a con- 
stant growth in tho productive, power of 
machinery and give the auodm of stimu- 
lus to tho inventiveness of its makers. 
Short hours of labor produce similar re- 
sults, for employer and employed are un- 
der every inducement to grutter applica- 
tion on the 0110 side, and economies on 
the other, lest the volume of production 
should be lessened. And, in proportion a> 
wages rise, so does thu demand for tht 
products of industry rise also, for tha 
working class—i. e., the groat majority 
of consumers — are able to purchast 
more. 


What then is needed in the presen> 


and tho future? More light and air io* 
production; the abolition of all re- 
stri^ints, protective or otherwise1, upon 
exchange of commodities; the iuerea^ 
of competition everywhere. At the same 
time no agency should be neglectrd 
which will help to increase tho laborer's 
efficiency. His home, his food, his biir- 
ronndinsfs, should by jealously guarded. 
Art schools, museums binaries—all 
that goos to improve his mind should be 
provided without stint.—Edinburgh 
Review.

stone jar, with tightly fitting cover. As 
summer fruits come, put them in the al- 
cohol, with equal weight in sugar—thus, 
a pound of fruit, a pound of sugar. Stir 
even' day with a' wooden spoon. 
Use 


strawberries, raspberries, pineapples, cur- 
rants, apricots, cherries, plums, peaches 
and grapes. Plums and peaches must be 
stoned and cut fine. Cherries should be 
stoned and grapes seeded. 
The alcohol is 


enough for the jar full of fruit and will 
keep it perfectly. In about a month after 
putting in the last fruit, it will be ready 
for use. Do not use blackberries or huckle- 
berries, because they darken the mixture. 
It is very nice to serve with meats, and a 
little goes a great way. 


Five o'clock Tea Cakes. 


Thin Biscuits—Make a paste with half 


pound of flour, 4 ounces of butter and some 
salt, moistened with a whole well beaten 
egg or 2 tablespoonfnls of beer. Roll this 
pa^ti' out very thin, cut it into rounds, with 
either a tumbler or a claret glass, and bake 
in a quick oven. If liked, a little grated 
cheese and some cayenne can be used to ! 
flavor these biscuita. 


Little Butter Cakes—Make a paste with 


a pound of flour, an ounce of butter, a full 
teaspoonful of baking powder, a little salt 
and half pint of buttermilk. Roll this 
pasce out. three-quarter inch thick, cut it 
into rounds with a tumbler, bake, tear the 
cakes aparr^ butter them while hot and 
serve at once.

A Spire Pttddihg. 


Six eggs, three-quarters pound of butter, 


a pound pulverized sugar, a pound of flour, 
a teacupful sour milk, 2 large or 3 small 
nutmoga, 3 table-spoonfuls cinnamon, a 
heaping tablespooaful ground ginger, one- 
halt teacupful brandy or wine, a teaopoon- 
f ill soda dissolved in as small a quantity 
of vinegar as will dissolve ij. Cream the 
butter and add to it the sugar and yolks 
of eggs, then the flour and whites alter- 
nately, then the sploos and eoni milk, and 
the soda last of all. 
Bake in small jzioids 


quickly after it rises. This is a general 
favorite when served with French sauce 
as a pudding. 


Pieplant Shortcake. 


To a quart of flour add one-half a tea- 


spoonful of salt nnd a scant teaspconful of 
soda. Sift flour three times and then rub 
hito It 3 tablespoons cf lard or nice drip- 
pings. Add sour milk or buttermilk un- 
til it is like biscuit dough. Divide it into 
two portions, roll them a Httio thinner 
than biscuits and place one above the other 
ca a tin, lightly spreading the lower one 
with butter, so they will separate easily. 
When baked, separate the layers KD& be- 
tween them on top spread hot pieplant 
sauce.

Capiaiii Mitten missed the chance of his

'WASHINGTON, May 19.—The temper of 


fhe senate yesterday was like a May morn- 
lug after the prolonged and somewhat 
stormy session of Thursday. 


The house bill authorizing the secretary 


of the treasury to take steps to locate the 
northeast boundary line of the Pamaquid 
light station, Maine, was passed. The 
resolution calling on the attorney K«oeral 
for information as to (he existence of a 
cugar trust in violation of the anti-trust 
law, and whether that law is defective, 
tras also adopted. 


The resolution offered at the close of the 


long struggle Thursday night providing 
that the senate should maet at 10 o'clock 
instead of 11, beginning next Monday, 
was laid before the senate by the vice 
president. Xot a word was s;iid on either 
Bide of the chamber, and the vice presi- 
dent declared the question to be oa the 
adoption of the resolution. 
Silence being 


the only response, he declared the resolu- 
tion adopted. 


Sherman Starts It.

the rrsolution, but being informed by Mr.

BOSTON, May 19.—Somerville has a sur-

On the supporting 
poles ar« two American flags. 


People passing by on the cars have 


been attracted by it, and every one is 
wonderingly asking how it got there. One 
of the circumstances which adds inter 
est to the incident Is the peculiar site se- 
lected for the banner. 


It recalled the famous riot when Somer- 


ville'a citizens in a religions freczy 
stormed the Trsuline convent on Mt. 
Benedict, Aug. 11, 1S34, and, after com- 
pelling all of the inmates to leave, burned 
the buildings.

Thousands Saw a Crew Swallowed by 


the Waves- 


CHICAGO, May 19.—The storm which 


twept Lake Michigan yesterday was the 
most disastrous of recent years. 
Eight- 


vessels were driven ashore within the 
city limits of Chicago out of their course. 
Ten men are known to be drowned, and in 
every instance boat and cargo are utterly 
lost 


One schooner, the Myrtle, was wrecked 


just outside the government pier, within 
a half-mile of Michigan boulevard, and 
six men of her crew went down to death 
in plain view of the hundreds of people 
who watched the awful storm. 
The 


wrecks extended from Glencoe, on th 
north, -where the Lincoln Dall went to 
pieces, to South Chicago, a distance of 40 
miles.

Unknown schooner ashore near South 


Chicago. 


A. Captain'* Error. 


The first vessel to go ashore was the 


twomasted schooner Jack Thompson. 
The boat came from Garden Bay, Mich., 
and arrived off the breakwater in the 
afternoon without a pump working. A 
tug offered her a line, but the captain re- 
fused, intending to sail into tbe harbor. 
The task was too much for him, however, 
and he lost control of his vessel, which 
crashed into tne Rainbow, carrying away 
her bow and smashing a great hole under 
her own bowsprit, and with her foremast 
gone she drifted rapidly south, a pitiable 
wreck. She struck bottom 50 feet from 
shore. The men were rescued by a life- 
line thrown to them. 


The schooner Mercury of Lexington, 


Mich., was wrecked off Twenty-seventh 
street. An effort was made to tow her 
into the harbor when she neared tbe 
breakwater, but the wind and waves were 
too strong. 


Tne Evening Star and Jack Thompson 


were already grinding to pieces on the 
breakwater. As the Mercury came nearer 
her crew could be seen huddled together 
in the bow. They were frantically wav- 
ing their arms to people on shore. When 
the schooner struck, a line was finally 
thrown from shore to the vessel and made 
fast. 


The schooner Lincoln Dall of Manistee 


was driven a«hore at Glencoe, and Anton 
Gunderson, one of the sailors, was swept 
overboard and drowned. After several 
hours of waiting the resr of tbe crew were 
rescued by members o£ the Evanston life- 
having crew. 


Brave Havill. 


The wreck of the Rainbow, a lumber- 


laden schooner from Racine, arrived late 
in the afternoon and was marked by the 
heroic rescue of her crew when about all 
hope of saving them had been abandoned. 
She had throivn out her anchors and 
tried to ride out the storm from a posi- 
tion just south of the government pier. 
The gale was too strong for her, however, 
and at 3 o'clock she began to drift rapidly 
southward, dragging her anchors 
as 


though they were nothing but fishhooks. 


At Twenty-fifth street the sailors cut 


loose on a small raft they bad made, and 
William H. Havill was held with a line 
and swam out to the raft, then about 80 
feet from tbe shore. The lumber from 
the Rainbow's deckload was tossing on 
tbe waves, and the young fellow, at the 
imminent risk of being brained by float- 
ing planks, was a long time in reaching 
the raft. He finally made his way to its 
side and called to Captain Pew to jump 
overboard. Pew obeyed. Havill caught 
him and the two men were hauled ashore. 
A negro named Willis swum out in like 
manner, and saved another man. 


This left but one man on the raft and 


Havill went two blocks south to where it 
had drifted and again swam out and 
brought off Jacob Knudson, a seaman.

Many Industries Showing luiprovemsnt— 


The Tariff and the Coal Strikers Mar 
Progress. 


The obstacles to improvement do not 


lessen. The strikes of coal miners and 
coal workers have not ceased, but have 
caused the stoppage of numerous works 
this week and embarrassments to some ' 
railroads. Proceedings in the senate do i 
not indicate that the latest form of tariff ' 
revision has made speedy final action 
more probable. Yet the recuperative force 
of the country is so great that observers 
are constantly amazed at the volume of 
business being transacted, the tonnage 
being transported, the number of works 
resuming operation and the 
general 


soundness of trade, notwithstanding in- 
fluences whichjn any other land would 
produce dire disaster. 


Some industries are clearly doing bet- 


ter. For the first time in many months 
the shipments of boots and shots from the 
east exceed those of the corresponding 
week last year, and while the new orders 
are not very promising arid the majority 
of factories are doing about half as much 
as usual, there is sensible improvement in 
demand for women's goods, especially 
from the south, though the west is back- 
ward.

With a Short Workday and Good Pay 


Labor is Elevated. 


The Old Theory of Cheap Production Exploded by 


the Evidence That High Wag'es and Short 
Hours Elevate the Whole Standard of Life. 


A New Vork Times reviewer Rtiys of 


Lnjo Brentono's book, "Hours and 
Wages:" 


Stated concisely, this volume shows 


the relations of wages, and worktizno to 
production, for 'Mr. Brentano believes 
that an understanding of these •various 
factors and of tbo lessons they teach 
will tend to the betteriiioiit of social 
conditions.

the bodily strength of the laborer, nnd

to tho utniost," Looking 


around him, tho truo father of -modern 
Roclnl economics found that in Eng- 
land, where the wages were better than 
in Scotland, the workmen were moro 
active, diligent and expeditions 


Before long the old view of tho cheap- 


est labor and tho longest hours wan no 
longer considered tenable. In 1777 Ar- 
thur Young IMCUIUU a convert, aud Ben- 
jamin Franklin emphasized tho fact 
"that low pay is by no means equiva- 
lent to ohcnp work, but rather tho con- 
trary." When, 50 yearn ago, McCul- 
loch and Senior, who had conservative 
ideas, with an inclination toward the 
eido of employers, pronounced thorn- 
eelvea unhesitatingly the advocates of 
the newer movement, they gave on im- 
pulse to this most import nut matter— 
tho reduction of working hours. In his 
"Principles of Political Economy" Mo- 
Cull och wrote that tho experience of all 
n^e-s And nations "proves that; high 
wages are at once the most powerful 
Hliniuloat to exertion and the best means 
of attaching the people to tho institu- 
tions under which they live," 


Studying hours of labor in tho six- 


teenth century, we find that tho work- 
man aud his employer wcro bound up 
in traditions. There "was a trace of serf- 
dom left, and a.serf never did his b(?M.

It is hunted there as an article of j 
food and is much relished by the Portu-i 
guese. On the Mediterranean it is equally 
appreciated. The octopus has a buglilto' 
body, from which radiate eight sucker | 
lined anus —its feet. Between these is , 
the mouth, armed with two beaks, like j 
those of the parrot in shape and color, ca- j 
pabla of severing the backbone uf a fish at 
a single bite. The tongue is provided with i 
teeth.

The prolr-^or 
described and pictured them in a book as 
remarkable fossils

1n which they were deposited, not by the 
membranes themselves being chemically 
replaced.

Three years 
after I put the fry in the creek I investi- 
gated and found that it was alive with big 
trout, and I rigged mysolf out with $76 
worth of new tackle und one nice day in 
May took a jaunt to tho creek. The flrst 
thing I saw was a sign on u tree warning 
every one to keep off those grounds under 
penalty of the law. The stream was posted 
its whole length. A big, double fisted na- 
ive, who was on guard over the stream, 
informed me that tho creek and the land 
long it had been leused by private parties, 
nd I learned that, although the trout in 
he stream were mine, if I ventured to 
catch any of them they would cost me at 
east ?u apiece. So I had to let others hava 
un with my trout, and they've been hav- 
ng it ever since, and I've never had a 
hance to kill even oue.

into the Nescopeck river. When I got to 
the river, the shores were lined by the hun 
dred a.nd thousand with my black bass— 
great, big, lusty fellows they were, too—- 
and every living thing in the river was 
killed. Not a thing escaped the deadly 
poison, and there has never been any fish 
ing there since. 


I remembered that soon after I hat 


stocked Laurel run with trout I had pro 
cured some German carp to accommodat 
a constituent of mine, who said he knew 
a pond where carp would thrive and SOM 
day give great sport to fishermen who lik 
that sore o£ fishing. It is a big drop from 
trout and black bass to carp, but I fel 
that I would like to have some little re- 
turn for my efforts to enhance the pisca- 
torial interests of my district, so I de- 
termined to try the curp. They at least 
were surely beyond the influence of capital 
and sulphur water. My constituent told 
me that the carp had done so well that the 
poudwas full of them, and that one a yard 
long was no rarity, and tho beauty of it 
was, he said, that no one knew it but he. 
The pond was nine miles away. I had 
driven almost to it when we met a man I 
knew.

The Horse and Electricity.

It is possi- 
ble, however, lightly as she was dressed, 
that she was sitting in a loop of wire at- 
tached to tho sword hilt, and she certain- 
ly never breathed. We believe the explana- 
tion to consist in a long practiced habit of 
holding the breath, which, as we have 
been told, lightens the body, and in some 
art of remaining absolutely motionless for 
a certain number of seconds. It was the 
opinion of a professional man present that 
the woman was in !> trance, but there was 
certainly nothing miraculous about tho 
feat, though it seemed at the moment 
nearly inexplicable. 


As to the third trick—the vanishing— 


the writer is certain. A juggler stepped at 
Madras on to the deck of a Peninsular and 
Oriental company's steamer and offered tho 
company assembled, who were lounging 
about highly bored by the old method of 
coaling, if they -would subscribe, to show 
them something better than common jug- 
gling.

.Tery great, inasmuch, as the fact thereby 
establlghea was t£e<{0}ii»dnrfon of .the elec- 
jtric telegraph. It ibSy bo repeated in a

EXPERIMENT IN ELECTHO MAGNETISM. 


out expenditure of time or money tho ap- 
pliances needful for tho purpose. Tho ar- 
ticles required are as follows: A largo 
glass full of water; g, champagne glass, or 
small basin, half fijll of water, in which 
|htu been dissolved & ^ood handful of-com- 
mon salt; a teaspoon, a fork; stjme coke, 
broken into moreels-aboubthasize of-cher- 
ry stones; aeewing needle, a small mag- 
nefeand, lastly, astripof r'mc 7 inches long 
and three-quarters of an inch wide. 


Wo will begin wtth the magnetic com- 


pass. To procure this rub tho needle with 
the magnet, always in tho sumo direction, 
and make it float upon the water in the 
largo glass. 


Thin may bo done either by greasing it 


or by thrusting it throueh a littlo piece of 
paper cut into tho shape of a man or of 
some animal, say a fish Wo know that 
one of the points of the needle—say tho 
one which corresponds with the head of 
tho figure—will immediately turn toward 
the north 


Let us now pass to the golvanoscope. 


This is the apparatus which, by causing 
tho needle to deflect, will indicate to us 
the presence of the electric current. 
To 


procure this we have only to lay the tea- 
spoon across tho glass, above the magne- 
tized needle, and in'thosinnc direction. So 
far, 
as tho reader must admit, all is sim- 


ple enough, but we now have to construe1 
our battery. 


To do this we wrap ourlittlebitsof coke 


In a piece of rag and tie them up in the 
shape of a sausage, with tho handle of the 
fork in the middle of it 
This coke, 


plunged into tho salt water, will form the 
positive pole, of tho battery. Now let us 
rest the prongs of tho fork on one end of 
the spoon. On the other end we will place 
one extremity of the zinc, bending it to 
suit our purpose, letting the opposite ex- 
tremity dip into the salt water, not, how- 
ever, touching the little bag of coke. This 
will form tho negative polo of the battery. 


An electric current will immediately be- 


gin to flow, and you will see the needle 
place itself at right (ingles to its former 
position, immediately returning to it if 
you remove tho zinc strip from the salt 
water or otherwise break the circuit

Parts That Can't Be Petrified. 


Calling attention to a statement in some 


popular school geology that "huge sau- 
cer eyes of a £0 foot -jnonstor were so per- 
fectly petrified that the lenses have been 
split off aad used as niagniflers," a corre- 
spondent of Science writes: 
| About 100 years ago some students 01 
paleontology, at Heidelberg, made, to rep- 
resent fossils, out of clay spiders in their 
webs, snails with antennas perfectly pro- 
served, a plump mouse and other similar 
things and left them where they could bo 
found on class excursions. The protestor 
described and pictured them In a book as 
remarkable fossils 
On a latter excursion 


he found his name fossilized. Ho gradual- 
ly realized that h& had been hoaxed, and 
chagrin hastened his death. 


Ever since then it has been established 


that only chltinbus, horny or bony parts 
\>t an animal are petrified. Soft part~ are 
never petrified. They may leare impres- 
sions in a fine sofc mud, as the examples 
of jellyfish in tho SolenhoCen (Bavaria) 
stone so well show. The outlines of the 
body of worms, fish, reptiles, mammals, 
^re preserved by tho shaping of tho mud 
in which they wcro deposited, not by tha 
membranes themselves being chemically 
replaced.

after I put tho fry in the crock I Investi- 
gated ejid found that it was ullvo with big 
trout, und I rigged myself out with $76 
worth of new tackle and ono nice day In 
May took a jaunt to tho creek. 
The flrst 


thing I saw was u sign on u troo warning 
every ono to keep off those grounds under 
penalty of the law. Tho stream was posted 
its whole length. 
A big, double flsted na- 


tive, who was on guard over the stream, 
informed me that tho creek and the land 
along It had been leased by private parties, 
and I learned that, although tho trout In 
the stream wero mine, If I ventured to 
cateh any of them they -would cost mo at 
least $5 apiece. So I had to let others have 
frn with my trout, and they've been hav- 
ing It ever since, und I've never had a 
chonco to kill ovou one. 


"TheNoscopeckrivorwasn good stream 


to stock with black bass, and as I had been 
knocked out of my trout I concluded that 
I would put the Noscopeck in shape to got 
mo some black buss flshlng utsomo futuro 
day. I stocked It just us 1 had stocked 
Laurel run aud kept that quiet too. There 
had never been any bass In tho river, and 
I found that mine were doing finely there. 
When tho stream was ready to bo fished, 
I started out to havo a day's sport with tha 
flret black bass flshlng ever known on tho 
Nescopeck. On the way I heard tho news 
that a big break bod occurred in tho upper 
Lehigh coal mines, and that a flood of sul- 
phur water from tho mines was pouring 
into the Nescopeok river. When I got to 
the river, tho shores wero lined by the hun- 
dred and thousand with my black boss- 
great, big, lusty fellows they were, too—• 
aud every living thing IB tho river was 
killed. Not a thing escaped the deadly 
poison, and there has never been any fish- 
ing there since.

The Uorsc nnil Electricity. 


The hor.-u Is easily killed by electricity 


It is popularly supposed thnt tho current 
on entering the body, meets with somij 
physiological susceptibility that make" 
this nnimnl more vulnerable than others 
to the action of such n curren t. The Lon- 
don Lancet holds that there Is no good 
ground for this assumption. The expla- 
nation lies elsewhere. The hoof, und moro 
particularly its crust and sole, is u good 
insulator, but tho shoe presents to the 
ground a large metallic contact, and this 
contact is in connection with metallic con- 
ductors in the shape of nails, which pierce 
the strongest part of tho Insulation and 
ullord on easy electrical path into the body 
Tho contact with earth is further Improved 
by tho great superincumbent weight of the 
animal, and It may often happen that In 
passing ovor wet ground tho external sur- 
face of the hoof and tho -wet fetlock, espe- 
cially in the case of untrimmed horses 
may become sufficiently wet to form a good 
surface conductor and so carry a current 
directly from the earth to tho upper part 
of the body. In this way the safety of tho 
natural ••resistance" of the hoof Is neutral- 
ized. A horse, "too, covers inoro ground 
than a man aud runs greater risk from be- 
ing in contact, with points of ground far- 
ther apart. Farriers ought to consider the 
above well, so as to induce them to bestow 
cstra cure upon the driving of the nail, to 
Bee that it docs not peuetrato to tho 
"quick." 


Modern Guns. 


Tho tendency is unmistakably to In- 


crease the number of guns, but to rcduca 
their weight. This, without appreciably 
diminishing the efficiency of the guns, ln- 
crdises the weight of metal discharged at 
n broadside, while also greatly Improving 
the facilities for handling tho guns. De- 
signers of modern ordnance now seek to 
make the guns as independent ns possible 
of mechanical assistance Inhnudling.whlc 
makes them less liable to become dlpnblci 
In action.

It looked won- 
derful beoFiuse of the apparent simplicity 
of the juggler, but ho performed his feat 
in four processes, and between each ho 
shook out his chuddcr, or muslin wrapper 
so that It passed for an instant bet-ween 
tho spectators and tho plant. Tho writer 
hud no doubt then and has no doubt now 
that this was done-not to conceal anything 
but to distract attention momentarily' 
that tha first leaf, tho upgrowth of leaven 
tho dwarf mango and the mango ou It 
wore nil of wax or other carefully made 
Imitation, and that thn whole "miracle" 
was msivelously rapid sleight of hand 


There was nothing In It at all which Mr. 


Maskclyno could not do, for the juggler 
though ho had no sleeves, had a turban' 
and the performance was decidedly loss In- 
explicable than one carried through by a 
French juggler In tho hall of the Hotel do 
la Posto at Genova. Thin performer put n

Tho porforiner, n 
woman, certainly socmrd to defy the laws 
of gravitation, Bitting two feet from tho 
ground iu open uuhllght with her wrist on 
the hilt of nn ordinary sword. It Is possi- 
ble, however, lightly as she was dressed 
thnt she was sitting in n loop of wire at- 
tached to tho sword hilt, and she certain- 
ly never breathed. Wo believe the explana- 
tion to consist In a long practiced habit of 
holding tho breath, which, as wo hnvo 
been told, lightens tho body, and In somo 
nrt of remaining absolutely motionless for 
n certain number of seconds. It was tho 
opinion of a professional man present that 
the woman was In a trance, bnt there was 
certainly nothing miraculous about the 
feat, though It seemed at tho moment 
nearly inexplicable. 


As to the third trick—tho vanishing— 


the writer is certain: A Juggler stepped nt 
Madras on to thedeok of a Peninsular and 
Oriental company's stcanierand offered tho 
company assembled, who were lounging 
about highly bored by the old method of 
cooling, if they would subscribe, to show 
them something betkT than common Jug- 
gling. Tho collection, of course, was forth- 
coming nt once.

The young wom- 
an had learned to hook herself with her 
fingers and prehensile toes Into tho strong 
matwork forming tho top of the frail, and 
the husband, a Blight but powerful man, 
bad learned to lift her ns If hn were lifting 
nothing but tho basket. Tho writer, of 
course, said nothing about his awkward- 
ness; the juggler, after ono savage glance,. 
said nothing either, nnd only two years 
ago Iho case was quoted as one of thoso 
only seen In India, and which, owing to 
the total absence of machinery, could not 
be ex-plained away. 


There remain other "miracles" at least

there for 40 days at leastwithout apparent 
means of obtaining food or drink and with 
no arrangement for tho natural evacua- 
tions. 


How thnt feat Is performed ho has no 


Idea. Jt cannot bo a mere trick, for the 
whole business has been watched by Euro- 
peans, and it cannot bo a mcro case of 
lengthened abstinence liko tho ono shown 
fct the aquarinni and In Italy, for though, 
us medical records show, a human being 
can survive without food for an astonish- 
ing length of lime—a convict at Ipswich 
Was more than 40 days, dying—ho cannot 
Survive without water. Ho goes mod, to 
begin with. Tho only possible, or rather 
the only probable, explanations, therefore, 
nro that a few Dralunans know of a drug 
which Induces protl-nctid catalepsy—a con- 
ceivable solution—or 4Jint no Brahman per- 
forms tho feat who cannot, like the Colonel 
Townshond of 100 yea™ ago, will himself 
Into n cataleptic trance and repeat this ns 
5ften us his vitality will admit. 
It Is a 


very wonderful performance, worth more 
ittentlon than It has received, but it Is i 
most infrequent one.—London Spectator.

English alilps sail uudoi 
tho British ensign, of which there are 
thrco kinds— white, blue nnd red — each 
with the union in n square lu tho uppoi 
part of tho hoist, that portion of the flag 
along the staff. 
Tho navy and, by spoolol 


request, tho Boyol Yacht club sail undei 
the white ensign, which has, besldca the 
union, the red cross of St. George over tho 
whole. 
Tho bluo ensign Is n privilege al- 


lowed to those merchant ships whioli aro 
officered by members of the naval reserve 
and ono-thirdof whoso-orews belong to Iho 
rcsorro. It Is also flown by a few yacht 
clubs. Tho red la tho merchantman's en- 
sign. Until 1BQ4 tho British naval fleet 
was divided Into thrco squadrons, eooh 
iu command of 
un admiral, who was 


known by tho color of his flog, as tho 
"admiral of the blue, " the "admiral of the 
red" and tho "admiral of tho white." 
This distinction was abolished because II 
was found puztltng In action and was of- 
ten eliminated. Trafalgar, for Instance, 
was fought under the white ensign. Tin 
French and Spanish ships went Into au 
tlon without sotting their colors, but wero 
obliged to hoist them BO oa to bo able u 
strike them.— Outlook.

"I have no 
heart for fishing, owing to the way I was 
treated up in my county by some of my 
constituents wheu I w:is in the legislature. 
There were a lot of nice streams around 
Hazleton, but they had all been fished out, 
and nobody would take an interest in hav- 
ing them restocked 
So I tfout quietly to 


work and stocked Laurel run fit my own 
expense vritli trout 
I kept the matter all 


to myself, for I didn't want any one to 
take advantage of what IJiad done before 
I had a chance to enjoy some sport on tho 
rejuvenated stream myself. Three years 
after I put the fry in the creek I investi- 
gated and found that it was alive with big 
trout, and I riggod myself out with $75 
worth of new tackle and one nice day in 
May took a jaunt to the creek. The flrst 
thing I saw was a sign on a tree warning 
every one to keep off those grounds under 
penalty of the law. The stream was posted 
its whole length. 
A big. double fisted na- 


tive, who was on guard ovor the stream, 
informed me that tho creek and the land 
along it had been leased by private parties, 
and I learned that, althoxigh the trout in 
the stream were mine, if I ventured to 
catch any of them they would cost me at 
least $5 apiece. So I had to let others have 
fun with jny trout, and they've been hav- 
ing it ever since, and I've never had a 
chance to kill even one. 


"The Nescopeck river was a good stream 


to stock with black bass, and as I had been 
knocked out of my trout I concluded that 
I would put the Kescopeck iu shape to get 
roc some black bass fishing at some future 
day. I stocked it just as I had stocked 
Laurel run and kept that quiet too. There 
had never been any bass in the river, and 
I found that mine were doing finely there. 
When the stream was ready to be fished, 
I started out to have a day's sport with tha 
fir=t black bass fishing ever known on the 
Kescopeck. On the %vay I heard the nov?8 
that a big break had occurred in tho upper 
Lehigh coal mines, and that a flood of sul- 
phur -water from the mines was pouring 
into the Nescopeck river. When I got to 
the river, the shores were lined by the hun- 
dred and thousand with my black bass— 
great, big, lusty fellows they were, too—• 
and every living thing in the river was 
killed. Not a thing escaped the deadly 
poison, and there has never been any fish- 
ing there since. 


"I remembered that soon after I had 


stocked Laurel run with trout I had pro- 
cured some German carp to accommodate 
a constituent of mine, who said ho knew 
a pond whwe carp would thrive and soms 
day give great sport to fishermen who like 
that sort of fishing. It is a big drop from 
trout and black bass to carp, but I felt 
that I would like to have some little re- 
tuiii for my efforts to enhance the pisca- 
torial interests of my district, so I de- 
termined tu try the carp. They at least 
were surely beyond the influence of capital 
and sulphur water. My constituent told 
me that the carp had done so well that the 
pond was full of them, and that one a yard 
long was no rarity, and the beauty of it 
was, he said, that no one knew it but he. 
The pond was nine miles away. I had 
driven almost to it when we met a man I 
knew. He had a-wagon load of something 
covered with straw. I asked him what 
he was carting home.

The Horse and Electricity. 


The horse is easily killed by electricity. 


It is popularly supposed that the current, 
on entering the body, meets with some 
physiological susceptibility that makes 
this animal more vulnerable than others 
to the action of such a current. The Lon- 
don Lancet holds that there is no good 
ground for this assumption. The expla- 
nation lies elsewhere. The hoof, and more 
particularly its crust and sole, is a good 
insulator, but the shoe presents to the 
ground a large metallic contact, and this 
contact is in connection with metallic con- 
ductors in the shape of nails, which pierce 
the strongest part of the insulation and 
afford an easy electrical path into the body. 
The contact with earth is further improved 
by the gieat superincumbent weight of the 
animal, and it may often happen that in 
passing over wet ground the external sur- 
face of the hoof and the wet fetlock, espe- 
cially in the case of untrimmed horses, 
may become sufficiently wet to form a good 
surface conductor and so carry a current 
directly from the earth to the upper part 
of tho body. In -this -way the safety of the 
natural "resistance'' of the hoof is neutral- 
ized. A horse, "too, covers more ground 
than a man and runs greater risk from be- 
ing in contact with points of ground far- 
ther apart. Farriers ought to consider the 
above well, so as to induce them to bestow 
extra care upon the driving of the nail, to 
see that it does not penetrate to the 
"quick." 


Modern Gnns. 


Tho tendency is unmistakably to In- 


crease the number of guns, but to reduce 
their weight. This, without appreciably 
diminishing the efficiency of the guns, in- 
crfiases the weight of metal discharged at 
o broadside, while also greatly improving 
the facilities for handling tho guns. De- 
signers of modern ordnance now seek to 
inako the guns as independent as possible 
of mecha nical assistance in handling, which 
makes them loss liable to become disabled 
in action. There is also a very pronounced 
drift in the direction of extending the rap- 
id fire system to the heavier ordnance.—

It is assumed that i^rtain feats have 


been performed for thousands of years, 
which is true; that they cannot be per- 
formed in Europe, which is imaginary, 
aud that in certain details they are mirac- 
ulous or outside natural means, which, in 
the present state of tbo evidence, is pure 
assumption. Tho writer, for example, has 
seen three of the reputed miraculous tricks 
—tho creation of tho dwarf mango, the 
Bitting in tfee air and the disappearance of 
a living being from a basket In a place 
where trapdoors, concealed exits or collu- 
sion were ail alike physically impossible. 


In tho first case, tho juggler, one of the 


hereditary caste, did undoubtedly make a 
leaf spring out of the ground, did make it 
grow into a dwarf mungo and did hand a 
mango from it to be eaten. It looked won- 
derful because of the apparent simplicity 
of the juggler, but he performed his feat 
in four processes, and between each ha 
shook out his chudder, or muslin wrapper, 
so that it passed for uu instant between 
the spectators and tho plant. The vrritei 
bad no doubt then and has no doubt now 
that this was done>not to conceal anything, 
but to distract attention momentarily; 
that the first leaf, the upgrowth of leaves, 
tho dwarf mango and the mango on it 
were all of wax or- other carefully made 
imitation, and that thn whole "miracle" 
vras marvelously rapid Height of hand. 


There was nothing in it at all which Mr, 


Maskelyno could not do, for the juggler, 
though he had no sleeves, had a turban, 
and the performance wu-f decidedly less in- 
explicable than one carried through by a 
French juggler in the hull of the Hotel de 
Ja Poste at Geneva. Tliw performer put a 
5 franc piece of the year 1865 on a plate, 
promised to replace it by any 6 franc piece 
asked for and did replaeo it by a 5 frano 
piece of tho flrst repuMio -while 20 pairs 
of eyes were staring at the plate. The 
•writer, -who held the plato and furnished 
the first 5 frano piece, was certain that he 
had never taken his eyes off the coin, and 
was of course a mere victim to his foolish 
certainty. 
His attention had been dis- 


tracted, aa in the case of the mango, 
though by some infinitely more delicate 
method. 


In the case of the sitting In air tho 


•writer has no certainty. The performer, a 
woman, certainly seemed to defy the laws 
of gravitation, sitting two feet from the 
ground in open sunlight with her \vrist on 
the hilt of an ordinary sword. It is possi- 
ble, however, lightly as she was dressed, 
that she v?as Bitting in a loop of •wire at- 
tached to tho sword hilt, and she certain- 
ly never breathed. We beliove the explana- 
tion to consist in a long practiced habit of 
holding the breath, which, as we have 
been told, lightens the body, and in some 
art of remaining absolutely motionless for 
a certain number of seconds. It was the 
opinion of a professional man present that 
the woman was in o trance, but there was 
certainly nothing miraculous about the 
feat, though it seemed at the moment 
nearly inexplicable. 


As to the third trick—the vanishing— 


the writer is certain'. A juggler stepped at 
Madras on to the deck of a Peninsular and 
Oriental company's steumcr and offered the 
company assembled, who -were lounging 
about highly bored by the old method of 
coaling, if they -wouW subscribe, to show 
them something better than common jug- 
gling. The collection, of course, was forth- 
coming at once. He cleared a space on the 
deck and told his wife to lie down. The 
young woman, who may have weighed 
seven stone, but more probably six, lay 
down, and her husband placed over her a 
shallow flat basket, with a handle at the 
back, exactly resembling the baskets used 
for vegetables in East Anglia and called 
a "frail." 


Then with a light and graceful gesture 


he took up the basket and laid it down 
two or three feet off. The woman had 
vanished, and the audible amazement 
seemed deeply to gratify the juggler. 
Unfortunately tlie tvriter, essentially an 
awkward man, iu stepping back stepped 
on the edge of the '-frail" and heard a lit- 
tle cry of pain. The whole thing had been 
a piece of superb acting. The young wom- 
an had learned to hook herself with her 
fingers and prehensile toes into the strong 
matwork forming the top of the frail, and 
the husband, a slight but po-werf ui man, 
had learned to lift her as if he were lifting 
nothing but the basket. The writer, of 
course, said nothing about his awkward- 
ness; the juggler, after one savage glance, 
said nothing either, and only two years 
ago the case was quoted as one of those 
only seen in India, and which, owing to 
the total absence of machinery, could not 
be explained away. 


There remain other "miracles" at least 


still to be explained. One is the self in- 
terment practiced by some Brahmans, who 
are revered as saints in consequence. The 
writer has never seen this, but he inquired 
Into it once very carefully at Benares, cross 
examining, among others, the -well known 
^English Pundit, L>r. Ballantyne, to whom 
no native told lies, and he has no doubt 
that on two or three occasions old Brah- 
tnans have descended intoaprepared grave 
or underground cell and have remained 
there for 40 days at least without apparent 
means of obtaining food or drink and With 
no arrangement for the natural evacua- 
tions. 


How that feat is performed he has no 


Idea. It cannot bo a mere trick, for the 
Whole business has been watched by Euro- 
peans, and it cannot be a mere case of 
lengthened abstinence like the one shown 
kt the aquarium and in Italy, for though, 
as medical records show, » human being 
can survive without food for an astonish- 
ing length of time—a convict at Ipswich 
was more than 40 days- dying—he cannot 
Survive without water. Ho goes mad, to 
begin with. Tho only possible, or rather 
the only probable, explanations, therefore, 
are that» few Brahmans know of a drug 
which induce^ protracted catalepsy—a con- 
ceivable solution—or i&at no Brahman per- 
forms the feat who cannot, like the Colonel 
Fownshend of 100 years ago, will himself 
into a cataleptic trance and repeat this as 
often as his vitality will admit. It is a 
very -wonderful performance, worth more 
ittention than it has received, but it is a 
most infrequent one.—London Spectator.

Aboard a British warship the "union"

The blue ensign IB a privilege al- 
lowed to those merchant ships whioh are 
officered by members of the naval reserve 
and oae-tb,ird of whose-orewa belong to the 
reserve. It is also flown by a few yacht 
clubs. The red is the merchantman's en- 
sign. Until 1864 the British naval fleet 
was divided into three squadrons, each 
in command of an admiral, who was 
known by tho color of his flag, as the 
"admiral of the blue," tho "admiral of the 
red" and the "admiral of tho white."
